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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
are not persuasive. The examiner would like to point in the body of the claim, specifically "a controller connected to a motor of at least one 
pulling units. ..wherein the controller controls the motor to adjust a speed of said at least one pulling unit", only required at least one pulling 
unit to be connected to a controlled motor, where in Fig. 1 of Billet, the claimed structure is clearly taught. Regarding claim 12, Hanlan 
teaches a pulling system that utilizes two pulling stations without the use of a tensioning roller. Therefore, the taught method of Hanlan can 
be utilized in Billet for providing a method for controlling a cut register without a tensioning roller. Because Hanlan can operated (i.e. control 
a cut register) without the use of a tensioning roller, the same teaching can be utilized in Billet to simplify the structure of Billet. 
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
